Strasbourg, September 6. 


Arfhal Villars having Advice that Prince 
Lewis of Baden was join’d on the 12th, 
by the Troops of Brandenburg and 
Saxony to the number of 10000 Men, 
order’d the Garrifon of Saverne to re- 
tire to Phalsbourg, which they did. He judg’d in 
the next Place, that fecing the Enemy were fo much 
fuperiourto him, they might cut off his Communi- 
cation with Strasbourg, if he continu’d at Bifchwei- 
ler. He therefore refolv’d to decamp after having 
augmented the Garrifons of Fort-Louis, Haguenau, 
and Drufenheim. The 15th in the Morning, he 
made the Army march, and they came and ,incamp’d 
within a League of this Place, the Right at Hen- 

heim, where the Head Quarters are, the Left ona 

rifing Ground, of which he made his Troops take 

Poffeifion, and from whence can be feen all the 

Ccuntry as far as Brumpt. The Front is cover’d by 

the little River Suwel, which is difficult to pafs. 

(The Enemy being inform’d that the King’s Army had 

quitted the Camp at Bifchweiler, march’d likewile 

and incamp’d laft Night at Brampt. 

From the Amfterdam Gazerte, dated Seprember 29. 

_From the Imperial Camp at Wirlheim, September 20. 

(The 17th, the Prince of Baden order'd fome Horfe 

and Foot to poffefs themfelves of Hockfeld, to cover 
our Forragers, which was done accordingly. We 
bay likewife fecur'd all the Pofts on the Soor, from 

Wirfenheim, the Place of our Head Quarters, to 

Etlitheim. The Count de Prize fent word, he had 
not yet been able to attack Drurenheim by reafon of 
the Marfhes, that render the Approach Difficult ; and 
that he was going co lay a Bridge over the Rhine, 

between Drurenheim ‘and Erhfheim, above the 

Ifland of Talfund, where ups his drawing near 
them, the French bad abandon’d their Redoubts, 
The Enemies Army continues incamp’d about a 
League on this fide Strasbourg, and about the fame 
Diftsnce from ours. The 18th, the Bridge of Com- 
munication with the Lines of Stolhoffen was finith’d, 
and we put fome Troops into the Redoubts the Ene- 
my had quitted. The Prince of Baden went to take 
a view of Drufenheim, and order’d the Count of 
Frife to lay Siege to that Place, which is indifferently 
well fortify’d. A Party of our Huffars has beaten 
one of the Enemies, and brought off feveral Horfes 
and 3 Prifoners; who fay the Enemy are in their 
former Camp, and that there is a Mortality among 
their Horfes. The 19*h, the Count de Frize open’d 
the Trenches before Drufenheim, and carry’d on the 
Approaches within Musket-thot of the Works. He 
order'd fome Troops likewife to take Poiton a fort 
of Dike or Caufey. The Befieg’d made'a great Fire 
on our Workmen, bur kill’d us only. Man, and 
wounded 7. The 20th, Lieutenant Colonel Rubia 
carry’d onthe Approach on the Left to the Redout 
that defends the Bridge, and we threw up fome 
Works to cover our felves from the Fire of the Be- 
fieg’d, without any Lofs but of 4 Men wounded. 
Marthal Villars is making fome “Works on the Ca- 
nal of Moltheim. 

Perpignan, September 12, We have not yet any

certain Advice, that the Trenches are open’d before 


Barcelona. They fay the Prince of Darmftad has 
let the Garrifon know, that if they did not furrender 
by the 8th of this Month, they thould be aliow’d no 
Quarter. Yefterday a Major came hither trom Gi- 
ronne, to demand Succours, there not being above 
200 Men in that Place, and the Enemy having ai- 
ready fummon’d them to furrender. All the open 
Country as far as Figuieres has acknowledgd Kung 
Charles III. and befides the Infurrections in the Ku.g- 
dom of Valencia they talk of tome Commotions in 
the Country of Toledo, whither the Court of Madrid 
has been oblig’d to fend fome Troops, as weil as into 
Valencia. King Charles has already form'd 4 Regi- 
of Miquelets, and is raifing lkewife fome Ca- 
valry. 

Gaia, September 15. Juft now we have re- 
ceiv’d Letters from Languedoc, which teli us Barces 
lona has furrender’d to King Charles, of which we 
expect the Confirmation. _ 

Paris, September 21. We have not any News di- 
rectly from Barcelona, and the Court lets us know 
nothing but this, that the Duke of Berwick had fent 
Word, that he had receiv'd Letters from the Viceroy 
which tell him, the Enemy had not open’d their Trench. 
es the 6th, and that he had made a Sally, on the 
Quarters of the Miquelets with fome Succes. Some 
Advices from Montpellier of the 12th fay, that Part 
of the Enemies Fleet had fet fail irom Barcelona, ei- 
thes wo make themfelves Mafters of Port Mahone, 
or on fome other Expedition. We have yet no Ad- 
vice of the Trenches being open'd before Turin. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated September 29. 

Milan, September 15. They write from Genoa 
of the 10th of this Month, that Advice was come 
thither ; that the Town of Barcelona had furrender’d 
to King Charles III. But we flatter our felves this 
News will not be confirm’d. However it makes us 
very uneafy ; and the rather becaufe we want already 
2 Pofts from Spain. . 

Paris, September 21. The Viceroy of Catalonia 
has written to the Duke of Berwick, that the Inha- 
birants of Barcelona had fupply’d him with a great 
Sum of Money to pay the Garrfion, and to raife 
forthwith 4000 Militia: That the Enemy had before 


the Place 15 Battallions, Englith and Dutch, befides — 


their Horfe and Dragoons ; and the 5000 Malecon- 
tents of Vick, to whom they gave 15 Pence a day 
to each Man: That their Hofpital was at Madalona ; 
and that on the 6th they had nor yet open’d their 
Trenches. We have Advice, that a Squadron of 
the Confederate Fleet is detach’d from Barcelona for 


Port Mahone in the Ifland of Minorca, of which 


ae they are to endeavour to make themfelves 
lafters.

Turin, September 9. The Duke de la Feuillade; 
afterall the Detachments he bad fent out had re- 
join’d .his Army, decamp’d from la Venerie the 6rb, 
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and cam@ and pofted himfelf wichin fight, but oit 
of Cannon-fhor of this City, with Defign, as the 
Enemy give our, to befiege us, Their Army never- 
thelefs feems not to be in a Condition to go through 
wich fuch an Undertaking, it not amounting to a- 
bove 14000 Men. Their Wing itfelf 
ont to a Caftie call’d Lucento, near which Place they 
ave laying a Bridge over the Doria, and their Right 
1s excended towards the High-way to Sena, having 
the Stura intheir Rear. Their Artillery and Ammu- 
nition are coming to them from Chivas. They pre- 
tend too that they expect fome Reinforcements. On 
our fide, we are preparing co give them a warm Re- 
ception. We continue to pesic& our new Works, 
and have made a fecond Row of Mines. Without 
computing che Inhabicants, who have taken Arms, 
his Royal HighsefS is not much weaker in Foor, and 
is full as ftrongi n Horfe as the Duke de la Feuillade, 
and ’ris thonght we are fuperiour to them in Artille- 
ry; fo thatif the Enemies Defign be to Bombard 
us, they will find it more difficult than they are aware 
of. Yefterday 3 of their Battalions rook poffeffion 
of the old Caftle of the Park and of a Catline, 
which being noc far from the Place where the Doria 
fails into the Po; and our Cavalry being incamp'd 
near it, his R.H.has caus'd fome Cannon to be 
brough: thicher to play upon the Enemy. Some of 
their Parties being advanc’d near to the Walls, the 
Cannon of our Ramparts oblig’d them co renre with 
all the fpeed they could. They give out they will 
once more attack the Caftle of Nice, but there is 
likelihood of it. 
From the Leiden Courant, dated Seprember 30. 
“Turin, September 11. The Enemy have noc yet 
open’d their but’ are ~buly in making their 
Lines, and pofting Men in Caifines ‘on the other fide 
of the Doria. They are’preparing a Bactery fot Mor- 
tars ; and feem to defign ta attack us on the fide of 
the Cictadel. His Royal Highnefs has ftrengchen’d 
the Works abour this Town wich a double Covert- 
Way, and undermin’d the Ground for 90 Foot with- 
out the Glacis. Our Troops have fetch’d away all 
the Forrage along the Po as far as Pignerol, The 
Durchefs, and Dutchefs Dowager are not yet gone 
hence.
